ally believed. A very intelligent prisoner, 
a commissioned offioer, told me that Stone- 
wall Jackson made an address to his army, 
day before yesterday, in which he urged 
his men to stand firm and fight to the last, 
for if they were beaten then all their hopes 
for the Southern Confederacy would bo lost. 
This man also reports that in Friday s bat- 
tle Jackson made a very narrow escape. 
Captured persons, supposed to be well in- 
formed, 9ay that we have taken at least 
17,000 prisoners from the enemy in all the 
engagements, but many of these were pa- 
roled on the spot and sent back. 

Wasuikotom, Sept. 1 . 

Gen. Taylor, wounded in the late battle, 
died last night at Alexandria, at the resi- 
dence of Mr. Corcoran, which has been ta- 
ken for a hospital. The grounds will ac- 
commodate 6,000 tents. Other houses in 
the District will be occupied for similar 
purposes. 

Surgeon General Hammond is the only 
one at present having authority to grant 
passes to the army lines on business con- 
nected with the wounded. 

Hundreds of physiciaus from Pennsyl- 
vania and other States arrived here to-day, 
all of whom were Available, some of our 
citizens have already responded to the re- 
qu»st ^o receive the wounded into their 
houses. The officers, principally of the 
new regiments, have so thronged our hotels 
and other public places for some days past, 
that the Provost Guard, yesterday, took oc- 
casion to make an arrest of them. 

Ciiicinnati, 8 ept. 1. 

Lexington, Ky., was evacuated this 
afternoon; our troops falling back on 
Covington. All Government stores were 
removed to Louisville. 

At 7 o'clock, to night, the Lexington oper- 
ator closed his office, saying Kirby Smith 
had appeared in the suburbs, and demand- 
ed the surrender of the city, which was 
complied with by the citizens. There i 9 
a good deal of excitement here, but prepar- 
ations are making for the defense of the 
city. Gen. Lew. Wallkce has assumed com- 
mand here. Regiments are arriving, and 
en route. 

Cairo, Sept. 1. 

The fight-at Deliver, Tennessee, on Satur- 
day, lasted all afternoon, resulting in the 
repulse of the enemy. They were encamp- 
ed within a few mile 9 of town, and, on 
Sunday morning, broke out out in small 
squads, forded (he Hatehee river, and at- 
tacked our forces at Meadow Station, where 
they met a determined resistance, and 
finally repnlsed, with a loss of fifty. The 
loss on our side is said to be only four. 
Telegraph and railroad communication be- 
tween Dolivsr and Jackson is interrupted, 
but will soon be rrotored. 

A report reached here to-day that Buell 
had had a fight with the rebels at Chatta- 
nooga on Wednesday and Thursday. First 
day, no advantage gained by either side. 
Second day, the enemy were repulsed, and 
Buell reported to have captured 7,000 pris- 
oners. This news is said to have been 
telegraphed toTuscumbia, and was brought 
from there to Jackson, Tennessee by Gen- 
eral Ross, special messenger. It may be 
true and it may not. Later intelligence 
says the rebels have destroyed all the rail- 
road bridges between Bolivar audJackson.

Mr. Cory thinks that about (wo 
thousaud bushels of wheat was lost, and the 
damage to the mill will probably be four or 
five iiuudrcd dollars. None of the machine- 
ry was injured lo any extent. 

At the time of the accident Mr. Cory* was j 
standing in front of the mill talking to List 
miller, Mr. Edmonds. He (Cory) saw *he 
boor anil wall* giving way and barely saved 
himself, being hit by one of the pieces, but I 
not materially injured. Mr. Edmonds was 
buried to the waist in the wheat and ruins, 
and received numerous injuries, from the j 
effects of which he died cn the following 
Saturday morning. He was about 65 years 
of age . v / .' 

The accident occurred at about 4 o'clock 
on Tuesday afternoon, llad it taken place 
two hours sooner the causaultiea to life and 
limb must havebeen immense, as a large num- 
ber of men were in and about the mill, 
principally farmers delivering wheat.
